The in- 
spiration behind the letters can only be guessed 
at, but whatever it is, It is only feeble and 
half-hearted, Tt is the kind of stupid propaganda 
Which must convince itself before it ean con~ 
vines anyone else, and therefore can be treated 
with the contempt it deserves. 











More Peace Talk 


Quite a targe amount of industry is apparent 
ly boing displayed in Europe spreading rumours 
{0 the effect that before he launches his attack 
fon Britain, Hitler will make something in the 
rhature of a peace offer. What its form is likely 
{o be it fs difficult to guess, but all indications 
are that, If indeed it is made, it will be based 
upon the complete surrender of the British 
Empire. If that should prove to be the case, 
there will be only one answer, and that will 
‘be a flat rejection. Things have gone much too 
far now for Great Britain to consent to any- 
thing in the nature of a patehed-up peace, which 
would enable Ilitler to prepare another 
onslaught in the future, when he would again 
have built up his reserves, and the only thing 
to do now fs to fight on until Germany is 
‘thoroughly exhausted. The ferociousnesy of the 
expected onslaught upon the British Isles will 
bea direct measure of the dire necessity which 
Hitler feels for bringing this war to a specdy 
termination, and it is expected that the Ger- 
‘mans will go “all out” to do it. The British Isles 
hhave been placed in a good posture of defence, 
thanks to the strange delays of the enemy, who 
were expected to attack immediately after the 
signing of the French armistice. In all probal

Tm not dead yet! 
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THE POLISH TRAGEDY 





July 17. 
So much is taken for granted concerning, 
the stories of German brutalities that there is 





a tendency to pass it all off with a shrug 
of the shoulders, an expression of regret that 
such things should be and a pious hope that 
an end will Anally be put to it all. But it 
Is necessary at times to recall these things 
in order fully to realize exuetly what the 
Allies are fighting, the horrors which are 
being perpetrated not only in Poland but in 
other countries lying beneath the Nazi boot, 
what they would have to expect in the un= 
Uikely event of a German victory. In this 
connection an interesting document has 
reached the office of this journal giving in 
considerable detail the manner in which the 
Germans are carrying out their policy of ex- 
termination —ausrotten, as they term it them= 
selves,—in | Poland. Ti consists of some 
twenty-eight pages in which are told in plain 
straightforward language, how by regula~ 
tions, executions, deportations, confiseations: 
and expulsions the Germans are secking to 
wipe the Poles out as a nation and a people. 
‘The world is witnessing the coldly planned 
murder of a nation, the greatest eriiae in 
history,—the complete extirpation of the 
Polish population on territories which a 
thousand years ago they possessed and which 
was the cradle of the people and of the 
State of Poland, Immediately upon their 
entry into Poland the Germans on one pre- 
text or another proceeded with mass execu 
Mions of the Polish people. Political leaders, | 
clergy, and members of the Intellectual and 
commercial classes were the first to become 
the victims of widespread murder. ‘Those 
who in 1918-1921 fought {o liberate Silesia 
from the German yoke have been literally 
massacred. members of the SS. and the 
Gestapo have ever since the occupation of 
Poland been busy earrying out executions 
under the most bestial of conditions. ‘Ten 
young men were shot in one case because it 
‘was alleged that someone had torn down a 
German flag from a communal house. Tt was 
dite possible that this was done by the Ger | 
mans themselves to afford a pretext for what 
they intended doing. There is nothing to 
show that these young men had anything to 
do with it, but they were arrested, five shot 
fon the spot. and the others mutdered in a 
neighbouring village. In Koseian a total of 
125. Poles were shot on two occasions, in 
Bydgoszez 136 Polish college boys twelve or 
thirteen years of age were done to death, de= 
porting themselves heroically intoning’ the 
Polish national anthem as they died. 
Bydgoszcz saw worse than that, for in the 
city more than 6,000 have been slain. In 
Gdynia ater the Germans occupied that city 
350 hostages were selected. At Wejherowo, 
in the prison yard they were shot individual- 
But why go on? In most 
instances there was nothing in the nature of 
4 trial, nothing to resemble a charge against 
the unfortunates, though on oceasion an in- 
dictment was produced alleging that the ac- 
cused had been guilty of anti-German senti~ 
ments, — deutsehfeludtich gesinnt,—and for 
some such trivial reason, or for none at all 
no fewer than 19,000 Polish leaders have been 
put to death under the most revolting 
cumstances. But in addition to this rapid 
death, there is the slow death in the con- 
centration camps, where bad conditions, in= 
‘adequate food and heavy labour are doing for 
the Germans what they have been doing for 
themselves with the revolver and the vile. 
Added to this there is the eampaign of terror: 
directed against the intellectuals of Poland, 
in an attempt to wipe out all remains of 
Polish culture, and the wholesale expulsions 
of Poles from towns and villages, allowed to 
take no more than they could carry, leaving | 
their homes for the Baltic Germans. To 
quote the document under review :— 

‘The Germans have recently proceeded to 
mass expulsions of the Polish population of 
the countryside. AML Poles, men, women, and 
fhildren ‘expelled trom "cities ‘and “viiages, 
fire first se

thousands, AN able-bodied men and women 
are deported into Germany, where they are 
put to the heaviest labour in what can only 
bbe described as a typical system of modern 
shavers. 
It has to be remembered that according to 
the declaration of the East Prussian Gauleiter 
Forster all Polish traces must disappear from | 
the territory of western Poland in the shortest 
time possible, and the means devised for 
doing this are having their dread effect. 

If there is any question as to why reference 
should be made to this story which is already 
well known, though not quite so extensively’ 
as in this report by the Information and. 
Records Service of the Republic of Poland, 
the answer is this: It is necessary at 
to goa step further than merely siating that 
it is an ideology which is being fought, and 
to realize that that ideology is supported by. 
men who stop at no brutality, no bestiality, 
no inhumanity to carry out the logical con= 
clusions of the doctrine which inspires them. 
Indeed more than that is necessary. The 
British and their Allies are fighting to pre- 
vent an extension of this insensate cruelty 
Into other lands. Already the soft methods: 
by which the Germans hoped to win over 
the support of the Netherlanders, whose 
sturdy independence is making them some- 
what difficult to handle, are being changed, 
and, who knows how long it will be before 
sterner repressive measures will not be taken. 

i ? Who knows to what servility 
the French would be reduced if the Germans 
are allowed to get away with their present 
successes. The conduct of the Germans in 
Czechoslovakia and in Poland makes the bar- 
Darities of Genghiz Khan mere child's play 
in comparison, and stamps them with the 
ineffable mark of the beast. It is to save 
Europe from all this that the British and 
their Atlies are continuing the Aight, to save 
8 continent from passing under the heel of 
a system which knows nothing of the decen- 
eles of life, to save it from slavery to a bes~ 
tial system which knows nothing of any 
right save that of might. Can there now be 
any doubt why Mr. Churchill last Sunday 
said Yhere can be no parley with such an 
evil thing? Can there be any misunder- 
standing why he insists that the fight shall 
continue to the bitter end? It needs no 
stretch of imagination to conceive what 
would happen to many thousands of Britons 
were they to fall into the hands of a victor- 
lous Germany, and it is because of what has 
been happening in Czechoslovakia and Poland 
that there is the determination that no such 
thing shall happen in other parts of the 
Continent. This evil thing of Hitlerism 
hhas to be rooted out once and for all, for 
not till then will Europe be able to breathe 
again in freedom, and get about the task of 
working out its own destiny. 
































JAPAN’S CABINET CRISIS 
July 18, 

It is significant of the manner in which] 
the extremists in Japan are endeavouring to| 
force the pace that Admiral Yonai was] 
obliged to resign with the whole of his 
Cabinet by reason of decisions taken by the 
Army leaders, and that before the formation| 
of the single party which has been so widely’ 
canvassed, has been completed. General 
Hata, Minister for War, it will be recalled, 
complaining that the Cabinet's co-operation’ 
in the formation of a new political struc 
ture was rather indifferent, tendered his 
resignation. Determined to carry on Ad- 
miral Yonai asked him to nominate 
successor, to be told that the conference of, 
the Army's “Big Three” had decided to re-| 
fuse recommendation of a successor to him-| 
self. It may seem strange to other people,| 
but’ the fact is that the Japanese Army has! 
the final say as {o who shall be the Minister | 
for War, and, if it refuses to nominate anyone| 
for the post, it is impossible for any Premier| 
to form a Cabinet, and Admiral Yonai had 
no alternative but to resign. Thus the: 
extremists succeeded in forcing a Cabinet 
crisis, putting Admiral Yonai out of power 
and paving the way for the creation of a 
Ministry more amenable to their particular 
doctrines. ‘The chances are that the near 
future will see a Cabinet entirely dominated | 
by the Army, in which the views of the 
xtremists will undoubtedly prevail. Aecord- 
ing to Domei the Army will only accept! 
Prince Konoye as Premier, and it has also’ 
bbeen stated that it will not tolerate a make- 
shift Cabinet. ‘The Army apparently con- 
siders that it_needs a really strong and 
powerful Ministry in order to cope with the| 
iy changing developments in inter~ 
il affairs, and it is difficult to avoid 
the impression ‘that what is contemplated is|

But the Admiral 
apparently failed to come up to Army ex- 
pectations with regard fo the formation of a 
new political structure involving the est- 
ablishment of a single party, and the passing 
from the vestiges of democratic . government 
which for some time past have been slight 
deed, to the establishment of an_authori- 
arian government along lines not dissimilar 
from those to be found in Germany and 
Italy. In its haste the Army decided to force 
the issue before the new national political 
structure had been completed, though those 
who know Japan will readily agree that 
this will in no way interfere with the change 
vhich is planned in this respect, but may’ 
have the effect of accelerating it, ‘The posi 
tion of the moderates in Japan has been 
considerably weakened, and the only real 
question for the future will be as to how far| 
the Navy will go with the extreme military 
leaders with regard to any foreign policy the 
latter may devise. The two services have 
not seen eye to eye on several points in the 
ast, and it is not likely that there will be| 
any greater agreement in the future. It is| 
clear, on the other hand, that business in- 
terests and the like which have had a pro- 
found effect upon the national policy at 
times, have been thrust into the background, 
‘and their only mission in life will be the 
provision of funds with which to carry out 
‘such policies as the Army and the Navy may 
‘agree upon. The new political structure 
will, therefore, be purely authoritarian, and 
the only safeguard which the moderates will 
have will be the reluctance of the Navy to 
endorse all the schemes which the military 
extremists so fondly favour. It is true 
that the Navy possess exactly the same 
weapon as the Army, namely the refusal to 
recommend a Minister for the Navy, but. 
whether they will exercise it in the ' same 
manner is more than a little doubtful. 


‘The advent of a militarily dominated 
Cabinet in Japan must of necessity arouse 
some anxiety as to future developments in 
the Far East. The ambitions of the Army 
fare too well known to need especial mention | 
here, but it may readily be understood that, 
if attempts are made to satisty certain of 
those ambitions, a state of affairs may be 
brought about completely detrimental to the 
peace of this part of the world raising issues 
incapable of immediate settlement,—for no, 
unilateral settlement of outstanding ques-| 
tions will be acceptable to either Great 
Britain or the United States—and creating| 
‘an atmosphere which will ‘make ultimate 
adjustments the subject of a great deal of 
heartburning. ‘The opinion held in some: 
military circles that now is the time to take| 
advantage of the situation in Europe and 
grab off rich plums in Asia may have some 
support, but to proceed to action upon such 
an idea necessitates a gamble on the 
prospects of Germany winning the European. 
war. That the Germans are a long way 
from doing, and once they have been dis- 
posed of, if will be possible to demand and. 
secure restitution for whatever wrongs may 
be committed by a militarily dominated 
Cabinet in Japan. It is to be regretted that 
it has never been possible to secure a 
Cabinet which would bring the Army in. 
closer touch with the realities of the inter~ 
national situation. Unfortunately civilian 
Ministers have always been a buffer between 
the outside world and the Army leade! 
who are, as often as not, completely unaware 
of the international factors bearing upon any’ 
one particular situation. Prince Konoye, who| 
hhas shown moderation in the past, may be 
expected to endeavour to display the same 
quality in the future, but he will find it 
dificult to do so. He will discover. that it 
is just as diMeult to dispose of the China 
Incident as he found it before, and others 
who have since followed him’ into office. 
‘The appointment of a new Cabinet under: 
his leadership may serve for a while to re- 
concile conflicting opinions in Japan, but it 
is doubtful whether in the long run he will 
be able to bring to the military extremists 
any better realization of the true facts of 
the international situation than have been. 
his predceessors. 






































THE BURMA ROAD 


July 19, 

It was announced on Wednesday evening 
that an agreement had been reached between 
Sir Robert Craigie, British Ambassador to 
Tokyo, and ‘Mr. Hachiro Arita, Japanese 
Foreign Minister, on the subject of the closing 
of the Burma road. While no official an- 
houncement had been issued up to the time 
of writing, it is reported that as from yester~ 
day, and for a period of three months, the 
transit of arms, ammunition, petrol, trucks 
‘and railway material will be ‘suspended. The 
‘usual storm of criticism has arisen, and that 
from people who in the main have all along 
been endeavouring to tell Great Britain how 
‘she should conduct her foreign policy, the 
‘same people who denounced Britain’ and 
France for not fighting “in 1938, denounced 
them for fighting in 1939, and up to a very 
short while ago were firmly convinced that 
this was a “phoney” war. It may be taken 














‘ther in that matter than any of his predeces~ 
sors. Neverthless the administration has to 


for granted, in view of all that has happened 
in the past, that if Great Britain had made 
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fa decision in this matter which would have 
led to a further deterioration of the situation 
in the Far East, these same critics would be 
Just as enthusiastic ii their condemnation, 
‘These people appear to forget, or perhaps 
their memories are conveniently feeble, that 
Great Britain in Europe is engaged 'in a 
struggle in which the fate of the British Em- 
pire, and of the nations from which these 
critics come, depend. It is not necessary to 
indulge in the rectiminations to which some 
of the local critics have resorted, or to reply 
to the points which they endeavour to make 
without the slightest success, but merely to 
insist that in this matter Great Britain must 
be the sole judge as to what she should do 
in circumstances in which there is no help 
to be expected from those .who would have 
her take the course which they so faellely 
plot for her. In this connection it necds to 
be pointed out that Whitehall was in touch 
with Washington throughout the Anglo- 
Japanese negotiations, and had not protested, 
though well aware that most United States 
arms and ammunition exported to China 
were despatched to the interior along the 
Burma road. 

Mr. Cordell Hull, U.S, Secretary of State, 
has voiced his objection to the temporary 
settlement which has been reached, and for 
the moment there the matter stands, During 
the next three months,—a time, incidentally, 
when the least possible harm ‘will be done 
to Chinese interests,—it is understood that 
the Japanese Government would consider the 
possibility of a broader settlement, resulting 
in a Sino-Japanese peace equitable t¢ both 
nations. ‘That is one of the conditions upon 
which the present agreement hus been teach= 
ed, and it has to be noticed that at the 
expiry of that period, Britain will retain 
freedom of action, ‘The real question which 
‘can be asked those who criticize this atrange- 
ment, is what they would suggest in its place. 
Doubtless they would favour a blunt British 
refusal of the Japanese demands, and stand 
by while Britain was forced to defend her 
Interests in this part of the world with the 
same weapons as those which she is using 
in Europe. “It is manifestly impossible, with= 
out actual armed assistance from’ other 
nations, for the British Empire to take on all 
comers. ‘There is no sign that any such as- 
sistance would be forthcoming indeed, on the 
other hand every reason to believe’ that it 
‘would not be. In this connection it needs to be 
emphasized that the only assistance which 
would be of any avail would have to be in 
men and material, and all the pious lip- 
service to doctrine in the world is no adequate 
substitute for them. Glib talk about be- 
trayal and the like, comes oddly from people 
who while expressing the greatest sympathy 
with China in her distress have failed to 
take that complete action which would have 
denied assistance to her enemy. ‘The fact is 
that both Great Britain and France have been 
far more loyal to the Chinese than any other 
country, save, perhaps Russia, which has its 
own purposes to serve in the prolongation 
Of hostilities between China and Japan, Both 
the former countries have rendered all the 
assistance in their power as neutrals, and 
the Chinese have little 10 complain of, as 
compared with the reproaches they could 
very well level at other countries, 























It is quite clear from the statements which 
have been made in Parliament that nothing 
in the nature of pressure will be brought 10 
bear upon China to effect anything but an 
equitable peace with Japan. ‘The Chinese 
National Government ig left entirely free to 
decide the type cf peace it is ready to accept, 
and, if it still adheres to the ideas which it 
held at the commencement of hostilities, the 
possibility of putting an end to the Sino- 
‘Japanese Incident within the next three 
months is indeed remote. Tt needs to be 
‘emphasized that this temporary agreement in= 
iets no great hardship upon the Chinese. 
It runs during a period when the Burma road 
is of the smallest possible value to them, 
and it would be just as well to wait until 
the three months have expired before seeking 
to draw any conclusion as to what will hap- 
pen then, Tt is understandable that Chinese 
Journals” should demonstrate considerable 
anger at the news that such an arrangement 

18 been reached, for it must clearly be a dis- 
Ppointment to them. But with regard to 
other nationals it must be frankly stated that 
Britain’s decision in this matter is none of 
their business. ‘They may dislike what has 
been done, but unless they are prepared to 
pull their weight, and give that assistance 
which would be necessary if Britain were to 
take the line they wish, it might be just as 
‘ell to Keep silent on the matter. Much as 
is to be regretted, it is a fact that there 
still remains in the World a large number of 
people who are completely without the eapa- 
bility of viewing international affairs with 
that degree of reality, which present day 
developments demand. ‘The British Empire 
stands practically alone in the world today, 
possessed, it is true, of a great deal of moral 
support,—the typeof support which badly 
‘wants Britain “to emerge from its trials 
victorious,—but that is not enough. Unless 
the democracies are prepared to go the whole 
distance together, then Britain must choose 
that path which seems best to her. For the 
rest it would be as well to wait further deve- 
lopments. There were those who a short 
le ago clamoured loudly against the 
ie-Atita formula.

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A THIRD TERM? 
July 20. 

With the nomination of President Roose- 
It as the Demgcratie candidate for president 
in the coming November US. elections, the 
electoral campaign may be expected to be in 
full sWwing within the next few weeks. It 
will be, perhaps, one of the strangest that has 
ever taken place in the history of the United 
States. It is clear, from the programmes pre~ 
pared by the Republican and Democratic 
Conventions, that there is very considerable 
agreement between the two parties on the 
subject of foreign policy, except that cach 
‘appears to be more determined to keep out! 
of the war than the other, and while there 
must be considerable difference of opinion 
between the two parties on the subject of the 
New Deal, it is not upon that that the elec~ 
tion will be fought. ‘There is every indica~ 
tion that the issue will eventually resolve 
HMself into decision of the question whether 
the electorate will approve of President 
Roosevelt serving a third term. ‘There is 
nothing against him doing so save a tradi~ 
tional dislike of the idea. ‘The fact that, 
Washington did not serve a third term has 
very little to do with the matter. He re- 
tired after his second term of office because 
of disgust over the turbulence which pre 
vailed during it, and there is little to suggest 
that, had conditions been very different from 
what they were, he would have refused to 
continue in office. Nevertheless the fact that 
he did not do 80, has been invoked on many’ 
occasions as suMicient argument against a 
President serving more than two terms of 
office. Coming to the present century it will 
be remembered that Theodore Roosevelt suc~ 
ceeded McKinley to the presidency in 1901, 
after the latter had been assassinated, and 
served out his term of office. He frankly 
‘expressed the wish to be nominated in 1904, 
which the Republican Convention at Chicago 
of that year gratified, securing in the election 
the largest popular majority ever secured by'| 
‘any candidate in any presidential election 
up to that time. Immediately after his clec~ 
tion he declared he would not accept the: 
nomination in 1908 for another term, despite 
the fact that from 1901 {0 1904 he was only 
talding the place of his murdered predecessor. 

‘Theoretically he could have stood for elec~ 
tion as President a second time,—for he only. 
actually stood once,—but the fact that he 
‘would not take advantage of the situation 
brought about by McKinley's assassination 
has been considered as strongly supporting 
the case against a President serving a third 
term, ‘The case against the third term, if it 
were not strengthened, was certainly not 
weakened by Mr, Calvin Coolidge, who suc~ 
ceeded President Harding on the latter's 
death in 1923, In 1928 having been elected 
President in 1924, he refused to stand 2 
second time, with his famous remark I do| 
not choose to run.” It can safely be said 
‘that in no case was the situation 'n any way’ 
comparable with that existing in the world 
at large and in the Uniled States. In such 
unprecedented times justification can be 
found for departure from old traditions, and 
the Democratic Party by their action at 
Chicago have clearly demonstrated their con- 
vietion that Mr. Roosevelt is the only 
Democrat they care to put forward to 
handle the helm of state during the| 
critical period which lies ahead, ‘The re- 
cord during his two terms as President 
is an imposing one. Whatever may bo 
thought of his New Deal policies there cannot 
be the slightest doubt that he has handled 
foreign affairs with an_ altogether praise~ 
worthy adroltness, and firmness. Tt was by| 
no means his fault that his efforts for peace, 
together with those of His Holiness the Pope, 
came to naught ; he did all that he possibly 
could, and when aggression boeame the order 
of the day he did not hesitate to rebuke the 
guilty, and to indicate where his sympathies, 
tnd latterly those of his country were. It is. 
to be gravely doubted whether the Demo- 
erats could have nominated any other man. 
from amongst its numbers more likely to cap~ 
ture the imagination of the electors. But the 
question of the third term will loom like a 
shadow over the whole of the election, and 
will introduce an element of uncertainty 
whieh certainly did not exist in 1936. ‘Then 
the Republican candidate was weak as com- 
pared with President Roosevelt. The Repub- 
lieans appear to have a man of a different 
calibre in Mr. Willkie to oppose President 
Roosevelt, and he is likely to, have the sup- 
port of “big business” throughout the country. 

‘Therein lies the danger to President Roose~ 
volt. ‘The Republicans vote solidly’ 
against him on purely party lines. ‘The De- 
jocrats nominated him with an overwhelm- 
ing majority and lastly by acclamation, Yet| 
there are signs that some of the Democratic 
Party resent his third nomination, and will 
actually work against his reelection. Much 
depends upon the proportions of this dissid- 
ent opinion. ‘There is not much to suggest 
that it is large at present, but the actual 
voters may not follow so closely the path 
chosen by their delegates, and the possibility 
that a large seetion of Demoerats may vote 
against President Roosevelt simply on the 
third term issue is one which cannot be dis~ 
regarded, A great deal will depend upon 
developments in the world situation between 
now and the elections. Tt is more than prob- 
ible that these will follow lines bringing 
bout increasingly favourable factors tending 
to ensure the President's reelection, for it

‘triumph over those opposed to Mr. Roosevelt, 
‘and finally Mr. Wallace was nominated 2s 
eaudidate for the vice-presidency. This win 
for President Roosevelt doubtless inspired his 
acceptance ‘of the nomination which was) 
formally announced late on Thursday. 
Fortunately the revolt appears to have been 
nipped in the bud, but there are still indica 
tions that between now and November a. 
split_may possibly develep in the ranks of 
the Democrats. Indeed the leaders will have 
their work cut out to prevent an out and 
out division of loyalty. Should that occur 
the prospects of President Roosevelt being’ 
elected, which appear to be somewhat bright 
at the’ moment, may be very considerably 
reduced, 














HITLER’S LATEST 
duty 22, 

Hitler's speech on Friday before the Reichs- 
tag was typical of the many others he 
has delivered since he came to power. It 
was composed of the usual lying ‘and 
hypocrisy, the same bluster and the same 
abuse of ‘his opponents. It is to be hoped 
that the British Government will not make 
any reply to it at all, but get on with the 
business of winning the war, and removing. 
this man and his accomplices from the scene 
of international politics. No better service 
could be rendered to a country which sees| 
its leader standing before them pleading that 
by what he said he had relieved his con- 
science, as if he could ever have been be- 
lieved to have possessed such a thing. One 
point is quite clear from Hitler's remot 
and that is that he would dearly like the wo! 
to end at once, to gain a space in which to 
digest the spoils he has already gathered, 
and re-equip himself for another onslaught 
on the peace of the world directly he felt 
himself strong enough to do so, Nothing 
would more surely play into his hands than 
to seek to patch up any sort of peace with 
this man, and it may as well be said right 
out that ‘any sort of peace which left him 
and his accomplices in power would amount 
to a betrayal of all that for which the de- 
mocracies have been fighting, even if it per~ 
mitted the British Empire to emerge scathe~ 
Jess from the struggle. Der Fuhrer spoke of| 
the peace offers which he has already made 
in the past, and the emphatic manner in 
which they "have been rejected. It is true 
that he did make such offers, but they en- 
visaged a peace with Germany supreme in 
Europe. ‘There was no alternative to rejec- 
tion save abject surrender, and the last thing 
that the Government of ‘Great Britain in= 
tends to do is anything of that sort. ‘There 
is more reason to continue fighting now. 
than ever there was, for athwart the Ger- 
man path towards’ European domination 
stands the might of the British Empire, 
fact which Hitler knows only too well for! 
his peace of mind, His speech demon- 
strates, what has been clearly felt to be a 
fact since the French armistice, that some- 
thing has gone wrong with the German plans. 
He does not speak with quite the same cer- 
‘and instead of coming forward with 
lultimatum expected of him pleads 























the 
pathetically for a return to common sense,— 
of his own particular brand. 

All the lies which were advanced as ex-| 


cuses for the abominations perpetrated agai 
‘small nations who were anxious to maint 
their neutrality and integrity have again 
been put forward, lies which have been 
shown to be such time and time again. They 
are merely excuses {o justify himself in the] 
eyes of his own nation which he has sedulous- 
Jy taught that nothing succeeds like success. 
Tt was in fact an attempt to justify this wat 
to the German people, and the question 
naturally arises as to why at such a juncture, 
when he has a list of imposing victories to 
show them, such a step should ever have 
been necessary. ‘There was no vainglorious 
boasting about dictating a peace in London 
‘on a given date,—of which incidentally there 
have already been so many,—and no wild 
claims of a sudden vietory against Great’ 
Britain. It is interesting to note that he 
himself apparently contemplates a long war, 
and has warned his people that such might 
bbe the case, comforting them with the fiction] 
that Germany is well able to conduct one.| 
He does not admit, beeause he dare not, that 
the heavy burden ‘which he has assumed by! 
the occupation of vast territories containing) 
millions of hostile people has become, and 
will continue to be an ever-increasing burden | 
upon his nation, and when he contends that] 
Germany controls 200,000,000 people, suz- 
gesting, of course, that their man-power eculd 
be used in the prosecution of the war, he is| 
merely uttering another of those untruths with 
which he seeks to allay the anxieties which 





























he apparently realizes already exist in Ger- 
many. ‘That can be the only explanation of 
the general tone of the whole of his address, 
for he must have known when preparing it 
that it would carry no conviction outside 
the boundaries of Germany, and was con- 
sequently only designed for ‘home consump- 
tion, a mere soporifie applied for the purpose 
of sccuririg the continuance of the dumb 
acquiescence in the further prosecution of a 
war which js already becoming unpopular in 
Germany and will continue to become in 
creasingly so. 

It is to be noticed that Hitler gave no in- 
dication of what his peace terms would be 
if Britain were prepared to take the hand 
stained with every conceivable crime which 
he again extends in this latest of his ludubra- 
tions. It has been suggested that he is 
seeking to build a bridge over which to reach 
some understanding with Britain. But the 
Empire is no longer to be deluded by soft 
words. ‘The experience of the past has been 
too bitter, the disillusionment too shocking 
for that ever to occur again, ‘and peace can- 
not come now until Hitler has been deprived 
of the fruits of his recent Victories, and the 
nations of Europe restored to their complete 
integrity. There need be no misconceptions 
‘a5 to the terrible time through which Great. 
Britain may have to pass before victory is 
ultimately assured her. What has happened 
in other countries is only too well known to 

Yet Britons coldly and calmly prepare| 
to endure it in the certainty that victory will 
be theirs, This is not a case of a nation 
slirred to rash behaviour by war-mongers as. 
Hitler would have his people believe, but of 
‘a country realizing all that is at stake and 
determined to defend itself to the very last, 
that freedom and international decency shali 
not perish in Europe, and that the rest of 
the world shall be saved from the vicious 
imaginings of criminally minded men. There 
‘can only be one answer from honest men who| 
believe in the justice of the cause for which 
they are fighting, to this contemptible peace 
fecler and that’ is 9 contemptuous rejec- 
tion, no other choice but to continue to fight 
until that justice shall prevail. ‘There can be 
no compromise between the forces of good 
and evil ; it would be shameful if any such 
impossible thing could be devised. Mr. Wins- 
ton Churchill has no other course of action 
open to him than to throw this latest peace 
offer back into the teeth of the man who 
made it, for the Empire did not lightly 
take up 'the sword, and at the behest of a 
man, who may be'a spell-binder so far as 
his own people are concerned, but who in 
the eyes of the world at large is no more 
than a cunning and somewhat adroit mounte- 
bank, will not lay it down until its purposes 
have’ been accomplished. 























A FOUL MURDER 
July 22. 

No doubt the trumpets sounded on tho: 
‘other side, when the soul of Mr. Samuel H. 
Chang passed over on Friday afternoon, sent 
on his way by an assassin’s bullets, for he 
died a martyr for the cause in which he be- 
lieved, and because of loyalty to his political 
conceptions. His death will be regretted by 
all who knew him, and especially by journal~ 
ists who are proud to have had him amongst 
their number. But regret at his untimely 
passing cannot be allowed to diminish the 
indignation which this foul murder has 

roused. It is early yet to endeavour to pin 
the blame for recent acts of terrorism and 
assassination which have occurred in the last 
few weeks, but it is inevitable that the ap- 
pearance of Mr. Chang's name in the list of 
persons whom the Nanking regime has pro- 
scribed, and his murder last Friday will be 
connected in the minds of most people. There 
is, of course, the possibility that there is no 
connection, and that Mfr, Chang was murdered 
by some irresponsible, having no official con- 
neetion with any party. At least it is to be 
hoped that this is the. case, and that the 
Nanking regime will haste’ 10 disassociate 
itself from this outrageous murder as quickly 
and as definitely as possible. But no matter 
who is responsible for inspiring this crime— 
and it is to be hoped that sooner or Inter 
the guilty persons will be brought to justice, 

it is necessary again 10 emphasize not only 
the wickedness of such proceedings, but their 
utter futility as well. Political assassin 
has never achieved anything except the erime 
of murder. ‘That can be demonstrated by 
‘what has happened in connection with ad- 
herents to the Nanking regime. Mr. \ 
Ching-wei has been the object of the atten- 
ion of would-be assassins. ‘That has not de- 
flected him for one moment from following, 
the course which he considers the best one 
in the interests of his fellow countrymen. Mr. 
Fu Siao-en has been the recipient of threats 
of death, and the victim of actual attempts 
at murder, but yet he continues to follow 
policies which he considers most serviceable 
to his fellow-nationals in these years of crisis, 
Nor is it to be believed that, should, as it is 
hoped they never will, the assassins’ succeed 
in killing them one of these days, there will 
not be others courageous enough to step into 
their shoes and carry on. Mr. Chang had the 
courage of his convictions and stuck by them 
as any journalist would. Is it to be thought 
for one moment that another like him will 
not soon be forthcoming to take his place? 
‘Those, who think so, know little of the 
character of men. What end, then, is served 
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by these murders and bombings? None 
whatever, save to bring the parties believed 





fo be behind them into shame, to make their 
names a hissing and a reproach. It is de- 
plorable that this point of view cannot be 
brought home to men who apparently fail to 
understand that if they have the power to 
stop this sort of thing, and it is believed they 
have, their failure to make use of it involves 
complete loss of face. If the only method 
of government open to them is by the 
making use of the activities of gun-men and 
thugs, it is clear that they are completely and 
utterly bankrupt of stateeraft and morality, 
and that they are in fact not one whit better 
than the instruments they use to carry out 
their policy. These words apply to anyone 
who resorts to murder in the hope of achiev- 
ing political ends, and it does not matter in 
the slightest whence the inspiration for these 
acts of ferrorism emanates. Brave men, 
moved by fidelity to what they believe to be 
high ideals,-are not to be dismayed by such 
crimes as that perpetrated upon Mr. Chang. 
‘The torch they bear will fall to other and 
no less eager hands to carry, for no cause 
is: ever killed by martyrdom, a fact which 
the history of practically every country in the 
world has at one time, or another made so 
patent. There can be nothing but the severest 
condemnation of these practices which are 
becoming far too frequent, and of the people 
‘who instigate them, and’ even at this late 
hour it is to be hoped that they will hold 
their hand and prevent the International 
Settlement from becoming the battle-ground 
of opposing gangs of assassins. 








THE RUSSIAN ROLE 
July 23, 

‘The news that the Baltic States of 
Lithuania, Latvia and Esthonia have voted 
for union ‘with Soviet Russia, will come as no 
surprise to those who have been watching 
developments in that part of the world since 
Germany, and Russia divided Poland be- 
tween themselves. It will be remembered 
that this was speedily followed by Moscow's 
demands to be allowed to establish garrisons 
at strategic points in all three countries, 
demands which were subsequently increased, 
until there was nothing left for the inhabit- 
ants of those countries but to bow to the 
inevitable and aecept incorporation within the 
Soviet State, ‘The elections of last Sunday 
week in all’ three countries, when extreme 
Left candidates were returned, foreshadowed 
Some such development as has occurred in 
the three countries concerned, and it was 
only a question of time when they would 
pass resolutions favouring inclusion in. the 
USS.R. and make formal application for the 
same. ‘These applications will undoubtedly 
be granted by the Kremlin, which will thus 
sce its schemes with regard to obtaining com- 
mand of the Baltic brought to full sruition, 
with Russia in control of the Baltig shore 
from the boundary of east Prussia up 10 
Leningrad, and thence along the southern 
coast of Finland to the Aaland Islands which 
Russio, at any rate for the moment, wishes 
to have demilitarized.

tion Russia's fate will be the same as Poland's, 
This open suspicion on the part of the Italian 
press of Russian war time forwardness is all 
the more important when it is remembered 
that both Italian and German press comment 
upon it has up to the present been most 
guarded, and the deduction is to be drawn 
that Russian actions are bringing about a 
development in the Slay situation whieh 
Signor Mussolini may. ¢o1 dungerous. 




































































‘The Italians are naturally more sensitive than 
the Germane because the questions involved 
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ure peouliarly their own. There are the 
Italian claims to paramounfey in the Balkans 
and the Mediterranean which are being 
threatened by these latest developments, and 
which may be threatened even more. It docs 
ot matter how strong, or how weak Italian 
claims may be with regard to both of the 
above; the fact remains that they are very 
real in the eyes of the Italians, and anything 
Aikely to affect them might rouse the Italians 
as nothing Yet in this présent war has. 

The very detailed story published a day or 
's0 ago of the manner in which the Soviet was 
strengthening her forces in the Far East 
revealed possibilities which must add to, 
rather than detract from German and Italian, 
sympathies. The fact that Russia is prepar= 
ing against any action which Japan might 
take as member of the very rickety Anti- 
Komintern Pact, undoubtedly does suggest to 
the anxious minds of the dictators that all 
is not quite so well in the European situa- 
tion as they would have their followers be- 
Vieve. There is not the slightest reason to 
beliove that M. Stalin contemplates any big 
stroke in the Far East. He realizes perfectly 
well that there is no’ real security for his 
western borders in the arrangement which 
hhe came to with Hitler in August of last year. 
‘That_undoubtedly is more unpopular with 
the German leader now than at any other 
time since its inception, for neither Stalin nor 
Hitler have any illusions as to exactly how 
much trust they ean place in each other. It 
is true that Hitler has avoided the possibility 
of having to fight on two fronts. ‘There 
was nothing to indicate that he would have 
had to have done that if he had not negotiated 
the agreement in question, and to avert what 
was possibility rather than a probability he 
sacrificed German interests in the Baltic ob- 
viously with the idea of snatching them back 
i€ ever he had the opportunity. Italy on the 
other hand has very little to give Russia, if 
anything at all, for whatever she surrenders 
means 3 definite loss to her of things for 
which she Is in fact deluding herself she is 
fighting. Paramountey in the Balkans was 
never challenged by the Allies. It was by 
Germany, and is now by Russia, The threat 
to the Mediterranean comes just as close 
home. Joint control of the Dardanelles be- 
tween Russia and Turkey would bring Rus- 
sia right Into the Mediterranean, much to 
{taly’s discomfiture, ‘That, however, is a 
matter purely for Russia and Turkey to 
decide between themselves, but the fact is 
that were such an agreement reached,—there

No Discrimination ! 


The report that the Pope intends to remain 
jin Rome for the duration of the war is inter- 
esting, suggesting as it does that in answer to 
the démarche made some time ago to Britain 
Jand France, asking them to abstain from bomb- 
Ing Rome, because of the holy character of the 
city. was answered favourably. It is to be hoped 
that i such agreement has been reached it has 
Inot been. without conditions attached, for no 
Government engaged in the present hostilities 
would be better siluated than the Italian in 
such circumstances. It would mean that Signor 
[Mussolini and his advisers would have a place 
Jof complete safety from which to dircet. the 
onduet of their war, something which is cer~ 
fainly denied the British Government, and 
which certainly will not be granted to the 
IGerman. It is impossible not to acknowledge 
‘the special claims to consideration which Rome 
possesses, but have not other national capitals 
the same claim to respect? Apart from Rome, 
Jor rather the Vatican, being the seat of the 
Roman Catholic Church, it has no more claim 
to favourable discrimination than any other 
eapital. Ts not London and Westminster just as 
dear to the hearts of the British as Rome to 
the Matians and the Roman Catholies? Does 
ot London epitomize the whole history of the 
British Empire and enshrine the bones of so 
mony of her faithful sons? If they are to secure 
no immunity, and apparently they are not, why 
[should any’ particular consideration be shown 
to any of the seats of Government of the 
enemy? Or alternatively why should not a 
similar request be made for every city in which 
there are ecclesiastical monuments of consider- 
fable antiquity: and veneration? The only realistic 
fattitude that can be adopted is that in war 
it is a question of an eye for an eye and a 
tooth for a tooth. If the shrines of Great Britain 
Jare not to be respected, and it is clear neither 
Germany nor Italy have any" intention of doing 
so. then nelther can be those of the enemy. It

‘Most people would say that 
proof of the ineffectiveness of the 
German attempt to blockade Britain, and proof 
that, in spite of all the Nazis’ efforts with 
bombers and submarines, the British are able 
to keep the Channel open to, shipping, with 
comparatively little loss. Tt carinot be doubted| 
that’ the Nazi “blockade” exists more in the| 
imagination of the department run by Dr. 
Joseph Gocbbels than anywhere else. As| 
‘emphasized by Mr. Winston Churchill, the| 
Prime Minister, Britain has ample supplies of| 
food and the necessaries for production, and 
Is likely to continue to enjoy these supplies for| 
considerable time to come. The plight of| 
Germany and Italy, and the countries the| 
former has oceupied, is, however, very differ 

Unless they ‘can break the stranglehold 
h the British navy has got on them, they 
will face extreme suffering, i not starvation, 
before the autumn. But how are they going 
to break the strangichold ? There seems to be| 
only one way for the Nazis, and that is the| 
conquest of Britain itself, Owing to bad har- 
vests and the ealls made by frequent mobiliza- 
tions upon the inhabitants of those countries 
which have not yet been involved in the war, 
they will not be able to do more than supply 
thele own needs, if that.

‘containing 80 per cent. Chinese flour and 20 
[per cont. imported flour, at the cost of 38 cents 
‘2 pound against loaves’ costing 60 or 65 cents 
‘2 pound. This loat can be recommended to all 
families who are finding it dificult to make ends 
meet in the present season of high prices. The 
IS.MLC. remark that it Is perhaps true that the 
bread. is not so attractive in colour and light- 
hess as more expensive bread, but they em- 
phasize that it is certainly no bread whieh 
Janyone need feel ashamed of having on their 
table, The hope is expressed that this effort of 
the authorities and the bakeries will receive 
‘the support from the public it deserves. Whats 
ever else It may have suffered from shortages 
‘and high prices, Shanghal tas not to endure 
‘the rationing system which’ is at present in 
{foree in Europe, and for those who have to 
ook at every cent that Is spent—and they are 
many in this clty—it seems strange that this 
leheap variety of the “staff of life Is. being 
ignored. In other spheres the Council Price 
Investigation OMe Is doing good work. The 
Fecent ‘regulation on the display of prices in 
fall shops and market stalls has not been well 
Teceived by the food dealers concerned, and 
there have been a number of prosecutions as 
result, During the last fortnight no fewer than, 
twenty-seven food dealers were fined for 
failure to comply. The fines were in some 
‘cases $8 and in others $7. In the meantime

‘A viclous attack was made on Mtr. 
Hallett Abend, Far Eastern Bureau 
Manager of the New York “Times,” 
‘by two masked Japanese, armed with 
pistols, ‘on midnight of July. 1 
‘while he was working in his apai

intruders "struck Mr. Abe 
savagely twisted his arm, forcing 
to open his Mles and drawers to sh 
them the contents.

‘A complete report of the affair was 
delivered yesterday morning to the 
‘American Consulate-General. by Mr. 
‘Abend, and it Is understood that th 
matter will be strongly taken up wit 
the Japanese authorities. Japanese 
‘ffleials stated that investigations were 
being made, and expressed regret om 
the matter.” Mr. iC. ‘Tsurumi, Japan- 
‘ese Embassy spokesman, who also 
fives in the Broadway Mansions, and 
who responded to Mr. Abend's call 
after the intrusion, stated that the 
attack was deeply’ regrettable, and 




















Investigations will be ‘made immedi- 
ately. 
‘The attack took place shortly after 








midnight. “Mr. Abend was reading on 
his bed when his dogs started to bark, 
and he heard a series of knocks om 
the front door. On opening the door 
hhe found himself confronted by two 
Japanese in civilian clothes carrying 
Fevolvers, with handkerchiefs tied 
over their faces. ‘The taller of the 
two was dressed in a grey suit, and 
the other in a blue coat. and wash 
trousers. The thugs pushed their way 
into the apartment and closed ‘the 
‘door, one puilling the telephone wires 
‘out of the wall. Both Japanese spoke 
fairly good English, according to Mr. 
‘Abend. 
Demanded Manuseript 

‘The intruders then demanded trom 
Mr. Abend the manuscript of “the 

isJapanese book you are writing.” 

being told that he was not 
‘engaged on any stich book, one of 
‘the men jabbed Mr. Abend ‘with his 
revolver, and demanded to be shown 
the office. ‘The shorter of the (wo 
kept his gun trained on him, while 
the other started to seareh desks and 
files, discovering the nearly finished 
‘manuseript of a book on Gen, Ward. 
Mr. Abend explained that this was 
purely historical work having nothing 
to do with present day affairs, as the 
man had been dead for some 60 years. 

‘One of the men, on reading portions 
of the seript, discovered an innocuous 
reference to Japan on the front page, 
jand also on’ the ast few pages an 
‘account of the Japanese desecration 
fof the Ward shrine at Sungkiang. This 
last reference put him ina rage, and 
he declared that it was an insult to 
‘the Japanese army. He thereupon 
struck Mr. Abend violent blow on 
the side of the head, knocking off his 
lasses. ‘The vietim’ was then forced 
to his knees by having his arm 
twisted behind his back. 

‘The Japanese then held a short dis- 
Jcussion, after which it was demanded 
that Mi. Abend should produce “the 
{telegrams attacking General Miura 
which you have been sending.” Mr. 
Abend “replied that he had sent no 
such telegrams, and offered his ‘es! 
fas, proof of this. A search of his 
‘belongings was then started, inthe 
course of which papers and other 
articles were strewn about the fat. 
In one file the thugs discovered the 
manuscripts of nine short stories, and 
made off “with these, besides” the 
manuscript of the Ward book. 

‘Alarm Raised 

‘When leaving, the Japanese warned 
their vietim that the door would be 
muarded for ten minutes, and that any 
Stlempt to raise an alarm would lead

Huge Loot Taken by 


Bandits 
Shanghai, July 10, 

Approximately $150,000 worth’ ‘of 
gold bars and other valuables were 
stolen by four Chinese bandits when 
they raided the house of Mr. Wong

U.S. Naval Power to Exceed Combined Strength 
Of Japan, Italy, Germany and Russia 


Washington, July 21. 
PRESENT Roogeveli's signature on the Navel Expansion Bill 

‘yesterday inaugurated the programme to construct a two-ocean 
fleet larger than the present combined naval power of Japan, Italy, 
Germany and Russia.

When the programme is completed in 1946 it will give the 
Navy 701 warships, including 35 battleships, 20 aireraft carriers, 
88 cruisers, 378 destroyers and 180 submarines.

Mr. Churchill Announces 


Burma Accord 


London. July. 18 

Great Britain's desire to see China's 
integrity preserved and Japan at 
tain a state of prosperity, was reiter- 
ated by Mr. Winston Churchill, the 
Prime Minister, when he made a 
statement on the agreement with 
Jopan concerning. the stoppage of 
war materials to China via Hongkong 
‘and Burma, in the House of Com- 
‘mons to-dai 

In concluding the agreement, he 
Said, the British Government ‘had 
taken into consideration its obliga- 
tions towards China. However, they 
could not ignore the fact that the 
Empire was now fighing for its ex- 
istence. 

Stressing that the present agree- 
ment was a temporary arrangement, 
‘Mr, Churchill expressed the hope| 
‘that in the time so gained a settle 
‘ment of- the Sino-Japanese dispute 
would be effected. After a solution 
of the conflict, Britain was ready to|

TRAVEL ON THE BORDER 


By Tierax 


Last_month a young American couple, 
Mr. and Mis. Kraft, with their little boy, 
George, atrived in Tachiontu to begin work} 
with the China Inland Mission. The long and 
tiresome’ journey from the plains is usually ! 
done in eight days but the small party spent 
leven weary days trying to get a bunch of 
fopium-smoking coolies to reach this border} 
town, Mr. Kraft towers above six feet yet his 
altitude and attitude had little or no effect 
fon this bunch of coolies who continued to 
disappear as the days passed. He exercised 
infinite patience with little or no result. 

‘Two or three miles from Yachow the chair 
men put down chairs and loads to rest and 
drink’ a cup of tea. When the start was 
‘made coolie No. 1 had disappeared. As he was 
travelling, however, as an extra man and 
empty-handed the parly moved forward. The 
first day saw twelve men arrive at Maliue 
chang. Before the party reached Huangne- 
pu, two days journey, more desertions had’ 
taken place and before they left this village: 
to eross the pass, 9,900 fect high, new coolies 
hhad to be engaged. The party reached Chhin- 
Je on the third day and here Mr. Kraft made 
the discovery. that something drastie had to 
be done otherwise Tachienlu might never be 
reached or reached only after very distressing] 
delays. ‘The coolies were usually paid each 
night. Mr. Kraft decided to pay the men| 
next morning, that is, before they started the 
@ay’s journey, and by this means hold on to| 
them If possible, 

This looked, however, very much like] 
“Love's Labour's Lost.” More eoolies deserted 
the young American and his wife so fresh 
men had to be hired to reach Netow, stage: 
No, 4, Here the party. met some Chinese 
ladies with their Ittle children who had been 
deserted by thelr Chinese coolies and lett 
high and dry on the great highway between, 
‘Tachienlu and Yachow. Beyond Netow lies 
fa high and stil pass, 9,500 feet above sea 
level. It is a long weary climb to the top’ 
‘of this pass and the traveller usually encoun- 
{ers rain before reaching Hualinping on the 
other side, Of the original eoolies, thirtecn 
in number, practically all had disappeared. 
Leaving Netow with a scratch bunch of coal- 
Jes the party travelled ten miles and reached 
4 little hamtet known as Sanchiohping. At 
this point a mass desertion took place and 
the young Ameriean and his wife wondered 
they would ever reach Dardzendo (Tachien- 
1u) oF ever see the Tibetan frontier. 

What tales place is sometliing tike this : 
you hire cooties in Yachow for the eight-day 
Journey ‘right through to Tachienlu, the! 
‘agreement being that one pays down one! 
third and more before the ‘start, one third 
fon the road, and the last third in Tachienl 
‘The arrangement, stipulates so. much pei 
night ond all this is formally written out and 
sealed, so why worry? A coolie engaged in 
‘Yachow is always cheaper than a coolie hired 
along the road and this is where the trouble 
begins. The hire is $40" per man from 
Yachow to Tachienlu, a distance of eight 
days’ travel; ten, twelve or fifteen mon Dut 
the fare is Just the same; you travel out in 
sh days and the hire is still $40 per man, 

Sometimes the coolic agreement is written 
‘out like this : $15 down before the start, $15 
to be paid along the road and $10 on arrival 
Dbut this agreement seldom if ever brings the| 
travellor to Tachienlu—$15. down may be| 
‘agreed to but when you arrive in Dardzendo| 
tired, weary and disgusted, one reckons up| 
‘accounts and finds that the eoolies are some= 
‘what in debt, the reason being that the party’ 
had to buy number out of an opium den 
before it could continue the journey. This 
is quite a common trick along the road. The 
coolies enter an opium shop, smoke $1 worth’ 
of the drug and ie there.. fn sheer despera- 
{ion the group advances $1, perhaps $10, (0 
make the sad discovery when still two days| 
Journey feom the border the eoolies now owe 
it money. There is absolutely no use worry 
{ ing, one” takes consolation in the good ex- 
change and works out obligations in dollars 
and conts, and concludes that after all $40 
Mex. may be only US§2. 

‘The coolies start out with a fair wind as 
‘the agreement has the “prayer” printed 
large letters. Two days out and the earay 
bewins to grow thin, the reason being. this : 
a Chinese professor’ starts two days. before 
you, travels two days then suddenly finds 
hnimself bereft of coolies. Like every other| 
professor he takes things philosophically, that 

, he sits in the inn till some gentle cooli, 
walizing his dilemma, offers his good services| 
at $6 per day. ‘The’ professor finds the inn 
smelly" and dirty and the food worse so is 
quite prepared to pay any price merely to 
escape his uncongenial surroundings. ‘The| 
coolies have unfortunately contracted a few 
small debts s0 the professor advances several 
‘more dollars in his desperate desire to con 
tinue his Journey. 

. ‘The road to Dardzendo is hard and long] 
} With two stiff climbs over 9,000 feet, down 
‘qain and a gradual rise to the border tovn| 
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the road at certain places positively danger- | 
ous. Travelling west, one day one may see} 
two somewhat familiar faces coming along 
carrying a slim young Chinese lady. ‘The two 
men smile and passa kindly “hollo:” After 
they have passed one is puzzled to know where 
fone last saw those two faces : “oh yes, those 
two coolies carried me west a few days ago 
‘ond they are travelling east. Strange. 











It now transpires that some coolies de- 
‘mand a big lump sum down ; they carry one 
‘two or three days, find a hire back, 
eave one to “paddle one's own canoe” as 
best possible. Somebody may assist you who. 
has only recently let some other body down. 
There is no distinction; school teacher, 
Chinese professor, border merchant and 
‘Tibetan lama ; the same tricks are played on 
every innocent traveller, lady or gentleman. | 
‘The man who gets through, however, is the 
man with the guns. A Chinese colonel comes 
along accompanied by his tai-tai, His body- 
guard is only a few steps behind. He arrives 
at Hualinping and takes possession of the 
inn. ‘The bodyguard counts the coolies, finds 
‘out where they intend to spend the ‘night, 
and on pain of destruction demands their 
presence at a given hour next morning ; and 
‘woe betide the coolie who is not there. The 
colone! and his wife accomplish the journey 
in eight days with no worry and no loss ; and 
frequently they pass a Chinese merchant 
breathing threats and slaughter. 


At Sanehiohping Mr. and Mrs. Kraft 
hired five farmers to carry their belongings 
actoss the high pass, the two travellers having 
to walk practically the whole way to Hua- 
Hoping. Here again they suffered further 
desertions forcing them to leave their baby 
organ at the inn where they spent the night. 
The situation was really “becoming rather 
serious for these young C.LM. missionaries, 
and Dardzondo was still three stages away. 
‘The difficulty was that when one man dis 
Appeared the whole caravan was held up till 
‘fresh coolie was found. And the new coolie 
sees the dilemma of the two Americans and 
acts accordingly. An exorbitant sum Is de- 
manded and when this is granted, being morc 
than the others receive, there is a storm 
camp and the other coolies down loads. From 
‘Hualinping to Lenchi Mrs. Kraft was with 
‘out her chair, one carrier having myster- 
fously disappeared; the remaining carrier 
carried the two bamboo poles as far as 
Lenchi as if to. add insult to injury and 
at this small Chinese village, ehair-carri 
No. 2 simply: could not be found. 

‘These young Ameri 
with their little child fortunately still had 
their legs so the next stretch, fifteen miles, 
was done on foot. the chair being discarded 
at this point. 









































Five dollars, national currency, por day 
now is the sum demanded and no ‘coolie will 
move in any. direction for one cent less. 
Money has to be advanced as the men de- 
mand a good tuek in before starting and 
while they do so the poor, weary traveller 
has to keep his weather eye open : Chinese 
inns have back doors and they provide means 
of escape. It is not very convenient, but 
Sometimes a new coolie has not only to be 
watched but followed into odd places and 
this vigilance has to be maintained for days 
on end, 

On the evening of the eleventh day My. 
‘and Mrs. Kraft climbed into Tachienlu both 
looking very much the worse for wear. It 
was raining quite heavily and that night their 
loads failed to put in an appearance, so this 
tall American returned some distance but 
nothing could be seen of the bearers. ‘They 
were assured that dverything was now satis 
factory as Tachienlu was in telephone com- 
munication with Luting and the men could 
not possibly return across the bridge without 
being seen. 

On their last day along the highway the|p 
travellers were twelve solid hours on the 
road. ‘The new motor road was urider con- 
‘struction and some thousands of Chinese road 
builders had blown the old road to pices 
making travelling at some points positively. 

angerous. Precarious bridges were thrown 
across a wild howling torrent and across 
these the two young Americans had to find 
their way. which they had done in spite of 
trouble with carrier coolies, 

Warm beds and hot water bottles enabled 
them to spend a comfortable night and the 
next morning they saw the mountains round 
Dardzendo covered with snow. Their long 
and difficult experience on the road had 
given them something of a fear complex and. 
they could not rest till the five loads had 

assed the Chinese Customs and were safely’
